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Birnbach Scores Time Out 


After glowing evaluations of the top 
four administrators in the Andover 
schools the School Committee considered 
giving them raises but put off a decision 
on the matter when one member ques- 
tioned the vote. 

Member David Birnbach told the com- 
mittee he wanted time to consider the 
proposed increases of just over 8 percent 
for Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert, Assistant 
Supts. Lois Haslam and Leslie Loomis 
and Business Manager Francis L. Paul 

“T saw eyes roll in the audience when 
this was discussed,”’ Birnbach told his 
colleagues. ‘I'd like to sleep on it, let it 
set in. It’s happening too fast.’’ 

The raises, proposed by member Rich- 
ard E. Neal, come on the heels of another 
set of increases for the same administra- 
tors which the committee approved at 
their May 21 meeting with one member, 
Susan T. Poore, dissenting. 


No Room 
Proposed 


Thirty Andover residents tried unsuc- 
cessfully to lobby the School Committee 
for day care in the town’s schools on 
Tuesday night. 

A proposal presented to the School 
Committee three weeks ago was pared 
down by Department of Community 
Services (DCS) Director Joan Pearson 
when it was apparent that each of the 
town’s four elementary schools didn’t 
have a room to dedicate to the program 

Superintendent Kenneth R. Seifert told 
those present on Tuesday that he had 
asked principals at the Bancroft, South, 
West and Sanborn elementary schools to 
project enroliment and accommodations 
for students over a three-year period. 
His exercise showed, Seifert said, that 
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In explaining his rationale for the May 
21 raises Committee Chairman Donald 
W. Robb said at the time that the in- 
creases would bring the four administra- 
tors in line with salaries approved in a 
contract ratified a week earlier for the 
school administrator’s union. The ad- 
ministrator’s Teamsters Local 380 con- 
tract gave the principals, assistant 
principals and program administrators 
salary increases of 6 percent this year 
and 7 percent next year. 

Robb was opposed to Birnbach’s mo- 
tion to table the vote on salaries, saying 
he thought the proposed raises were rea- 
sonable. The other four members, Birn- 
bach, Poore, Neal and Michael R 
Giammusso, voted to table Birnbach’s 
motion to another meeting. 

“I’m not sure further reflection is 
going to give me more information than I 
have now,”’ said Robb. ‘This is a very

reasonable action.” 

Neal’s suggested salaries would have 
raised Seifert’s wages from $60,000 to 
$65,000, an increase of 8.3 percent. The 
superintendent’s salary wes raised to 
$60,000 at the May 21 meeting from 
$57,164. Had the salary proposais been 
approved his salary would have jumped 
13.7 percent in three weeks 

Haslam and Loomis would have re- 
ceived $53,000, up 8.2 percent from the 
$49,000 approved for them three weeks 
ago. Before their last raise the two assis- 
_ superintendent's salaries weren't at 
the same level, because, according to 
committee members, they were hired at 
different times. Loomis started work in 
December with a salary of $47,000 and 
Haslam was earning $45,000 last July 
Their annual wages would have in-

One minute he’s talking with a bus 
driver about who tore up the seats on 
school bus #18 and the next he’s trying to 
find out if he has competition for a seat 
on the state teacher’s union board of di- 
rectors. 

For Steve Jankauskas his South School 
fourth grade is only part of his responsi- 
bility to education in Andover. A ded- 
icated union activist, Jankauskas, 36, is 
starting to ease himself out of his four- 
year role as president of the Andover Ed- 
ucation Associaton (AEA), but as his life 
becomes a bit less hectic it’s getting 
busier by the minute for Ed Bennet, his 
replacement. 

Both men talked with THE TOWNS- 
MAN recently about their past work and 
goals for the town’s teacher’s union, 
which has a membership of 337 of the 345 
Andover public school teachers. 

It was back in 1981, the year most tea- 
chers remember as the first year Propo- 
sition 2% did a job on their town’s school 
budget, that Jankauskas decided to seek 
the union presidency. In part the 
statewide tax cutting measure spurred 
Jankauskas to seek the leadership of the 
union. He was elected AEA president in 
1981, his only contested race. This year 
he decided not to run again, saying he’s 
had the job long enough, indeed Jankaus- 
kas is the only teacher to remain presi- 
dent of the union for more than two 
years. “It’s very unusual,’”’ he says. 

Enter Ed Bennett, 33, a ninth grade 
teacher of French and Spanish at the Do- 
herty Junior High School and a member 
of the ‘‘core’’ union leadership for the 
last four years. Bennett, who lives in 
Newburyport with his wife, Wendy, has 
been vice-president for the four years 
that Jankauskas was president. In fact 
the leadership of the union didn’t change 
very much in last month’s election when 
Bennett, running uncontested, moved to 
from first vice-president to president. He 
won 107 votes out of 113 cast. 

West Elementary teacher Kerry Cos- 
tello, also running without competition, 
jumped up a step from second vice-presi- 
dent to first vice president. The second 
vice-president’s position had no candi- 
date at the time of the AEA vote but was 
filled when a write-in campaign put 
Charles Wettergreen, a teacher at And- 
over High School, in the position. James 
Redmond Jr., also from West Elemen- 
tary, will stay in his post as AEA trea- 
surer and Laurie Humlak, from West 
Junior High, was elected secretary of the 
union. She will replace Betsy Jankaus- 
kas, who served as a union officer for 
two of her husband’s four years as presi- 
dent. 

The Andover Education Association 
has been around for as long as there has 
been a state union, said Jankauskas. And 
the AFA is affiliated with both the Mas- 
sachusetts Teacher’s Union (MTA),and 
the National Education Association. 
Andover’s teachers don’t have to be

Andover resident Milton Greenberg, chairmar. and 
chief executive officer of GCA Corporation, Bedford, was 
awarded an honorary Doctor of Humane Letters degree 
during ceremonies highlighting the tenth annual com- 
mencement exercises at the University of Lowell, Satur- 
day, June 1, on the Lester Cushing Memorial Field. 

Green joined Frederick W. Obear, Chancellor of the 
University of Tennessee at Chattanooga; Lester Carl Thu- 
row, Gordon Y. Billard professor of economics and man- 
agement at Massachusetts Institute of Technology; and 
Brown University Education department Chairman The- 
odore R. Sizer in receiving the honorary degrees con- 
ferred by Dr. William T. Hogan, University of Lowell 
president 

The university recognized Greenberg’s devotion to a ca- 
reer which exemplifies the belief that a good business 
sense can work hand-in-hand with a strong social con- 
science for the benefit of the community. 

Born in Cateret, N.J., Greenberg received the Bachelor 
of Arts (Science) degree from the City College of New 
York and New York University, an M.S. equivalent from 
the Technical School, Air Force Technical Center, Michi- 
gan, and a master’s degree in public administration from 
Harvard University. He has been awarded honorary de- 
grees from Canaan College, New Hampshire, and Merri- 
mack College, North Andover. During the five years 
Greenberg served in the U.S. Air Force during World War 
IT, he rose to the rank of major anti served 22 years over- 
Seas. 

Before founding GCA Corp. in 1958, Greenberg was chief 
executive officer for the Geophysics Research Directorate 
at the U.S. Air Force Cambridge Research Center, Bed- 
ford, where he was responsible for the geophysics re- 
search and development programs of the Air Force. He 
was decorated with the Medal for Exceptional Civilian 
Service for his organizational, managerial and leadership 
skills 


In 1959 he became chairman and chief executive officer 
of the GCA Corporation, which produces semi-conductor 
manufacturing equipment used in electronic products 
ranging from advanced computers to video games to digi- 
tal watches. GCA’s shares are traded on the New York 
Stock Exchange and had sales of more than $300 million in 
1984. In addition to selling scientific instruments for bi- 
otechnology and other laboratory research, the company 
holds a strong position in the emerging high-growth field 
of factory automation, now selling robots and integrated 
systems to aerospace, automative and other firms which 
require specifically tailored solutions to improve their 
manufacturing processes. 

Greenberg’s commitment to broad economic and social 
improvement was most clearly demonstrated in Novem- 
ber 1984 when he announced his plans to establish a $25 
million plant in Lawrence.

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Planners Modify Conditions 
To Allow Subdivision Repairs 


By Sue Aucella Deacon : 


By modifying the conditions of a spe- 
cial permit issued five years ago, the 
Planning Board has ordered developer 
Arthur Kalogianis of T.D.J. Devel- 
opment Corp. to begin undoing alleged 
damage to the open space at his Olympic 
Village subdivision. 

The board has also ordered the devel- 
oper to post a $50,000 bond to guarantee 
that the open space work will be com- 
pleted by Aug. 30. 

Meanwhile, a stop-work order issued 
March 29 will continue ‘‘in effect in full 
force’’ for all portions of the 109.9-acre, 
83-lot subdivision, located off Woburn 
and River streets, outside the open space 
that is to be restored. 

The board voted two weeks ago to al- 
low Kalogianis to begin work on the open 
space, according to a construction sched- 
ule that they approved at that meeting. 
However, no work has been done on the 
site since that May 28 vote. 

This week, the planners voted unani- 
mously (with Michael Houghton absent) 
to modify the developer’s special permit 
to build a cluster subdivision, which was 
approved in June 1980. 

The modified special permit now in- 
cludes the same construction schedule 
approved by the board during their last 


meeting. 


Under that schedule, the developer will 
be required to fill in and regrade a 240- 

by 90-foot pit that, the planners say, 
Kalogianis excavated in the open space 
—in violation of his special permit to 
cluster. 

Under state law, the developer now 
has 20 days to appeal the board’s deci- 
sion to modify his special permit to clus- 
ter Olympic Village. Unless it is 
successfully appealed, the modified per- 
mit will take effect July 1. 

Kalogianis has estimated that it will 
take somewhere between two to five 
weeks to restore the open space to its 
original condition. The work is to be done 
in phases; Community Development and 
Planning department staffers will in- 
spect the site after each phase has been 
completed, before allowing the next 
phase to begin. 

According to the planning board, the 
developer violated the conditions of his 
special permit to cluster by excavating a 
deep pit in the open space located at the 
end of Nicoll Drive, in section two of 
Olympic Village. (About 50 percent of 
the overall development has been com- 
pleted.) The open space will eventually 
— to the town as conservation 

d 


The developer used the pit as a dump 


for construction debris, and allowed it to 
collect water and divert the course of a 
nearby stream, the planners say. 

Condition 4 in the 1980 special permit 
to cluster prohibits ‘‘land disturbing ac- 
tivities or alterations to the open space 
... with the exception of those alterAtions 
required for the development of the pro- 
posed house lots.’’ 

Citing violation of that condition, the 
board ordered all work stopped at Olym- 
pic Village on March 29; work has been 
suspended at the site since that date. 

Under the modification to the special 
permit approved this week, Kalogianis 
must: temporarily stabilize slopes and 
construction areas in the open space to 
prevent soil erosion; return the stream 
to its original course; remove trash, de- 
bris, and stockpiled earth materials 
from the open space; and fill in and re- 
grade the pit, then plant it with a variety 
of trees and other vegetation. 

Kalogianis told the board he was ready 
to begin that restoration work two weeks 
ago, when the planners voted to approve 
a construction schedule for the work. He 
offered as security $25,000 that would be 
left over, he said, from an existing bond 
posted on two streets located in section 
two, Nicoll Drive and Acropolis Circle. 

But Chairman Margaret Bradshaw 


said this week there was ‘‘no extra ron- 
ey in the bond the town now holds”’ for 
those streets 

Staff planner Stephen Colyer explained 
yesterday that that bond money is still 
needed for work that remains unfinished 
on the streets: ‘‘No work has been done 
on the streets to warrant a bond reduc- 
tion,’’ he said. 

The board therefore voted Tuesday 
night to require a new $50,000 bond to be 
posted to cover the open space restora- 
tion. If the work is not completed by Aug 
30, the planners said, they will seize the 
bond. ; 

In his motion to modify the special per- 
mit, Planner Russ Moran emphasized 
that construction may resume only in the 
open space off Nicoll Drive. For all other 
parts of Olympic Village, he said, “the 
stop-work order continues in effect in full 
force.” 

The order will not be lifted until the 
open space has been restored to the plan- 
ning board’s satisfaction. 

With this week’s vote, the board closed 
a public hearing on Olympic Village that 
was opened on Apr’| 23 and had been con- 
tinued three times. 

The planners are now concerned with 
the next phase of the development, sec-

South School Principal Retires 


South School Principal Joseph Nor- 
mandy has decided to retire. 

His retirement was accepted unani- 
mously by the School Committee Tues- 
day night without comment on ongoing 
investigations of a child abuse charge 
against the principal. 


The complaint against the principal 
was filed sometime between May 11 and 
13, according to Superintendent Kenneth 
R. Seifert, who said investigations of the 
34-year veteran of the Andover schools 
are being conducted by school officials, 
Andover police detectives and the De- 
partment of Social Services (DSS). 

Julie Harden, area director at the 
Lawrence DSS office, refused to disclose 
whether her department’s investigation 
was over, saying she couldn’t speak 
about the matter. And Andover detective 
Sgt. John P. Houlihad did not return 
calls from THE TOWNSMAN to discuss 
his investigation. 

In an unusual move the School Com- 
mittee was to meet last Friday June 7, at 
8 a.m., to discuss Normandy’s retire- 
ment but that session was cancelled 
when member Susan T. Poore ques- 
tioned the legality of the meeting one day 
before, on Thursday, June 6. 

According to Poore, the Friday morn- 
ing meeting was posted in Town Hall, at 
1 p.m., on Wednesday, June 5. But the 
state’s Open Meeting Law specifies that 


reguiar meetings must be publicly post 
ed at least 48 hours in advance of a the 
meeting. So the June 7 session had to 
have been posted by by 8 a.m., on 
Wednesday for the Friday morning 
meeting. 

“Had we met (Friday) morning at 8 
a.m. we would have been violating the 
Open Meeting Law,’’ Poore said on Fri- 
day. She questioned why the Friday 
meeting was necessary to discuss only 
one item when the committee was meet- 
ing four days later, on Tuesday, June 11. 

Poore also said, at Tuesday night’s 
meeting, that the vote by the committee 
to accept Normany’s retirement was for- 
mal recognition of his plans. The board 
couldn’t have voted not to accept the re- 
tirement, she said. Normandy will retire 
on August 1. 

“TI want to clear up a misunderstand- 
ing that anyone might have that the 
School Committee could act any other 
way,’ Poore said. 

Normandy has been reassigned to a 
computer project in the school adminis- 
tration offices since May 16. Assistant 
Superintendent for elementary education 
Lois Haslam is filling in at the South 
School. 

In other business the board granted an- 
other year’s leave of absence for pupil 
personnel administrator Pamela Kvilek- 
val, who has been on leave since October 
of last year, teaching in Italy. 


After Kvilekval and two others were 
granted leaves for next year committee 
member Richard E. Neal questioned the 
fairness of filling a position for an em- 
ployee on leave for two years. Superin- 
tendent Kenneth R. Seifert told Neal a 
remedy to that could be negotiated when 
contracts are renewed, specifying a limit 
on the time employees can be out on 
leaves 


Other leaves of absence were approved 
for Gloria Gioseffi, a readiness teacher 
at the Shawsheen School who has taught 
in Andover since 1970.

The school committee this week managed to 
table a decision to award salary increases to top 
administrators since one membey, David Birn- 
bach, indicated he wanted a little time to consid- 
er the matter. 


All of the administrators under consideration 
had already received increases just three weeks 
ago. 

The increases proposed Tuesday night followed 
evaluation of the superintendent, assistant super- 
intendents and the business manager. 

All received praise for their work in the And- 
over school system which prompted member 
Richard Neal to propose the salary increases. 
Chairman Donald Robb concurred. 


But, Birnbach detected some eyes rolling in the 
audience and suggested the matter be tabled for 
additional thought and study.

But the administrative salary schedule seems 
to be getting a little out of line. 

Witness, for instance, the search for a new su- 
perintendent of schools in Boston where the sala- 
ry has been established at $70,000. One might 
argue that there are several deputy superinten- 
dents in the Boston system. But it can also be 
pointed out that the responsibility for the city sys- 
tem and its problems can not be compared to the 
comforts of coping with the Andover educational 
system. 

Andover is often referred to as an affluent com- 
munity with a fine educational system. 

It might be fine to accept such reference, but it 
is doubtful that the school committee should gold 
plate the administration to prove the point. 

Reconsideration of the salary issue is definitely 
warranted. '

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Tentative Approval Accorded 
Revised River Road Hotel

It took more than a year but a family of Florida devel- 
ypers finally have the permits they need to start building 
a hotel on land they own off Old River Road. 

In a tentative vote on Saturday morning, after a visit to 
the site, the Zoning Board of Appeals agreed to approve 
the special permit request from the Walsh family’s Ocean 
Properties, of Boca Raton, Florida, to allow them to build 
the hotel in an Industrial D district. 

The ZBA's vote will be finalized after a written decision 
is presented to the five members for a final vote. Deciding 
the Ocean Properties request were members Wesley 
Whitney, the board’s chairman; Roger Collins, Ernest 
Hall, Carol McDonough and Lorene Comeau. 

But Michael Walsh, who is in charge of the project, will 
hold off on any building until he has his permit in hand, 
said the Andover attorney representing the developers. 

“We will wait and see how the special permit is 
worded,” said Atty. Gerald Cohen. ‘‘We would like to be- 
gin as soon as possible.”’ 

The special permit decision will include special condi- 
tions, said Whitney, one of which will be a requirement 
that the developers include a second access to the eight 
acre site. That need for another access, initially suggested 
to the Planning Board by Fire Department officials, was 
discussed in the hour-long presentation by Ocean Prop- 
erties personnel before the ZBA at their meeting last 
Thursday evening. The main access to the development 
will be off Old River Road. ; 

Although Andover’s Principal Planner Nancy Jeton told 
the ZBA that the hotel project could be done without the 
second roadwgy, she suggested, primarily for safety rea- 
sons, that a second access be part of the final approval. 

‘‘We are pushing for it harder here,’’ Jeton said of the 
second means of egress at the site, “‘because it is a hotel, 
people are there asleep at night.” 

The two options for a second road to the hotel are 
through abutting property, the future site of an office 
park, which Jeton said is owned by F. Peter Worthen, of 
Andover. The Worthen road would be accessible if the 
access road off Old River Road was blocked somewhere 
on the hotel site. A second option would provide for access 
to the rear of the hotel over wetlands that bisect the Walsh 
property but that road may not be passable if the blockage 
was on the hotel site. 

The hotel plans, and an accompanying office building, 
presented to the Appeals Board show an L-shaped, five- 
story hotel, housing 250 rooms. That portion of the hotel is 
connécted to a one-story building, of various heights, 
which will be the front of the hotel and include the lobby, 
function rooms, lounge, restaurant and gift shop and the 
kitchen. 

The office building, with 82,000 square feet of space, will 
be situated to the side of the hotel, across the parcel’s 
wetlands. Site plans, by engineer John Crowe, ‘of John G 
Crowe Associates, Inc., of Belmont, include a brick and 
glass facade for the structures. 

The site is bounded by Rt. 93, Old River Road, the 
Worthen property and one residential parcel, home of Ro- 
land and Barbara Houde, 113 River Road. Roland Houde 
told the ZBA on Thursday that he was opposed to the hotel 
development 

Houde said industrial building in the area was making it

unsafe for his daughter to walk and play in the neighbor- 
hood where, he added, she has been harassed by truck 
drivers and passing work vehicles. 

‘‘What is the town of Andover going to do for me? And 
don’t tell me to move.’’ Houde told Whitney. ‘‘What hap- 
pens if my child get run over? We’re going to sue the town 
for all it owns. Let’s make it safety first and forget about 
the industrial thing. This is Andover, not Lawrence.”’ 

Whitney didn’t have any answers for Houde’s safety 
concerns, saying that those problems weren’t the board’s 
to consider. But .‘eton did say that Building Inspector Sam 
DeSalvo had been notified about the contractor’s vehicles 
in the neighborhood. 

And Cohen told Houde, admitting it wasn’t much conso- 
lation, that the Ocean Properties site could also accommo- 
date three office buildings instead of the hotel and one 
office. The attorney had earlier said that hotel traffic 
would not add to already congested office traffic from 
industrial buildings in the area. 

Last May the Appeals Board denied a Walsh family re- 
quest to build a similar hotel, then planned with six floors 
and 299 rooms, saying a ruling on such a structure was 
beyond their authority and belong at Town Meeting. 

At that time hotels were limited to a height of 30 feet in 
Andover but a 1985 Town Meeting vote changed the bylaw 
to allow 50-feet heights for hotels. 

The Planning Board has approved a site plan review fdr 
the Walsh plan which will be considered at a Conservation 
Commission public hearing at the Thursday, June 20 
meeting. Because there are wetlands on the site the devel- 
opers will be given building guidelines by the commission. 

Michael Walsh has yet to decide if his hotel will be a 
franchise operation of a hotel chain. Last month Walsh 
told THE TOWNSMAN he had talked with representatives 
of Holiday Inn, Hilton, Marriott and Radisson. Building on 
the site could take place before such a decision is made, 
said Cohen, adding that the sooner a franchise decision is 
made the ‘‘better off everyone will be.”’ The attorney said 
that the Walsh family will continue to run the hotel even if 
they decide to operate it as a franchise.

Teachers have become more political 
than in years past, thinks Jankauskas. 
And that change has been reflected both 
locally and in state and national politics. 
It is a ‘‘survival’’ tactic, says the fourth 
grade teacher. This winter the AEA 
sponsored a candidates night for the four 
townspeople running for two seats on the 
School Committee. 

State politics, too, are also within the 
realm of the local teachers’ influence as 
both Jankauskas and Bennett said teach- 
ers should be aware of discussion by 
state legisiators about proposals for edu- 
cataon reform. And, adds Bennett, teach- 
ers are supporting candidates for state 
and national offices who have made com- 
miitments to education. 

One last accomplishment Jankauskas 
remembers is an agreement in the last 
contract to lay teachers off, when nec- 
essary, according to seniority instead of 
the old method, called ‘‘head and shoul- 
ders,’’ which took into account perfor- 
mance and other variables. The head 
and shoulders design was acceptable un- 
til it was tested after Proposition 2% lay- 
ffs, said Jankauskas, then teachers 
wanted a safer layoff system.

When contract talks begin again next 
fall. Jankauskas will lead the negotiation 
team, a task Bennett has asked of his 
colleague. The first step in starting talks 
is for the union to send the School Com- 
mittee a letter requesting the start of ne- 
gotiations; that will take place sometime 
in September or October, says Bennett. 

The new AEA president says money 1s 
important in the upcoming contract 
talks, as always. The last agreement saw 
raises of 6 percent in the first two years 
of the contract and 7 percent in the third 
year, which, says Bennett, were “accep- 
table,” adding “2 wouldn’t go beyond

early retirement clause for teachers. 
This year a one-year agreement was ac- 
cepted by the union and Bennett said he 
is looking for a similar program for the 
new contract. 

As immediate past president of the 
union Jankauskas will have a voting po- 
sition on the AEA board along with the 
other officers, building representatives 
and other meinbers, in all they constitute 
a voting group of between 16 and 18, said 
Jankauskas. The five top union officers 
are paid for their work. The president is 
paid $1,000, but next year that salary 
jumps to $1,300. This year vice-presi- 
dents were paid $500, the treasurer $350 
and the secretary was paid $250. The new 
officers in those four positions will each 
receive $300 more next year. 

Bennett says he would like to see the 
AEA president released from a few 
classes to make time for union work, 
something that is done in other towns, he 
said. The new president has a number of 
goals for the group, picking up where 
Jankauskas left off. 

First, he would like to get more teach- 
ers involved in the union, something Jan-

Involvement in administrative con- 
cerns is part of Bennett’s wish that com- 
munication was better between teachers 
and administrators and between teach- 
ers and the School Committee.

Jankauskas likens the union’s 
relationship with the School Committee 
to a chess game. There is rarely any pub-

ing in private. Those closed-door 
sessions with committee members give 
the union members a different perspec- 
tive on the art of negotiating, something 
that many teachers don’t think about, 
Jankauskas said. 

“Jt’s a chess game with higher stakes 
and some days you play better than oth- 
ers,” said Jankauskas of negotiating. 
‘You hold your bluff or they are afraid to 
call it.” His skills in negotiating grew out 
of Jankauskas’s work as a Chapter 766 
administrator and department head in 
special education, he says. The key, the 
former president says, to a successful 
relationship with the committee is not to 
take whatever happens personally. ‘I 
don’t hold a grudge,” he said. 

Jankauskas and his and wife, Betsy, 
the building chairman for the West El- 
ementary Chapter 766 team, will finally 
have Tuesday nights off from the twice 
monthly School Committee meetings for 
the first time in four years. And, the And- 
over resident is also looking forward to 
his first summer without work since he 
started teaching in Andover 15 years 
ago. 

After Jankauskas learns the identity of 
the three students who sliced the bus 
seats, he packs the last group of South 
School students into bus #18.

8.5% Increase 


The Andover School Committee has of- 
fered an 8.5 percent salary increase to 
the 45 member union that staffs the 
town’s school cafeterias. 

This spring the union is negotiating a 
salary change in their two-year contract, 
which expires on June 31, 1986. After a 
five-minute executive session at their 
Tuesday night meeting the commitee 
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The union now has to respond to that 
offer, said Committee Chairman Donald 
W. Robb. 

Andover Schools’ Food Service Asso- 
ciation President Eleanor Wilkinson told 
THE TOWNSMAN on Wednesday that 
the committee’s offer was up from the 
one-year salary increase of 6 percent the 
union received in the first year of their 
contract. 

“I’m sure it would be very accepta- 
ble,”’ she said. ‘“‘Considering that last 
year we settled for 6 percent.” 

The union membership has yet to vote 
on the proposal, Wilkinson said, adding 
that she would try and schedule a meet- 
ing before the end of school, next 
Wednesday, June 19. 

The union includes cafeteria manage- 
rs, the only full-time workers in the asso- 
ciation, bakers and utility workers, who 
work as cashiers and serving and pre- 
paring meals in the eight public schools 
and at the Senior Citizen’s Center cafete- 
ria. 

Another 24 cafeteria staffers, not in- 
cluded in the union, work as noon-hour 
supervisiors, monitoring the school

If so, Bradshaw 
indicated, he will be required to plant 
new trees: ‘“There was no right to go into 
the green area at all,’’ she explained.

posals individually with school 
principals. Robb also advised Pearson to 
investigate space in other town buildings 
for the program. 

‘“‘What is not feasible is full-time ded- 
ication of space in the schools,” Robb 
said. 

In addition to the vocal support of the 
parents in the audience on Tuesday the 
School Committee received a letter from 
residents on the other side of the issue 
who wrote that there should be a distinc- 
tion between schools and day care, “‘it is 
our opinion that day care does not belong 
in the schools,”’ the letter said. It was 
signed by nine persons. 

Committee member Susan T. Poore 
wondered aloud why private businesses 
in Andover hadn’t created day care serv- 
ices since the need seemed to be so 
great. 

“I can’t understand why the free enter- 


prise system isn’t responding to this,’ 
Poore said. ‘‘There is a need in town that 
isn’t being met. The free enterprise sys- 
tem is missing something here.” 


Poeore also questioned those attending 
the meeting about neighborhood help 
with child care but her inquiry was met 
with a laugh to which she quickly reac- 
ted. 

‘Your laughter has a bitterness to it,” 
Poore told the crowd. ‘‘Is shocks me. 
You are suggesting to me that whole 
neighborhoods are empty of support?’ 


Day care is not entirely new to the 
Andover schools. This year a program 
was run at Shawsheen, where the town’s 
kindergarten students are in school, in 
the basement of the Ann’s Lane building. 
There were 68 youngsters in the so-called 
Shawsheen Extended Day program, or 
SHED, for children aged three to seven.

During the Tuesday night hearing, 
some area residents said they were dis- 
tressed by work that recently began in 
Gray Road, where the developer is re- 
placing 2,300 feet of new water mains to 
serve Jenkins Estates 

Rebecca Morgan of Gray Road said 
the water main construction had created 
‘a horrible situation on Gray Road,” in 
cluding blowing dust and a hazard to res- 
idents’ safety. 

She added that she believed the devel- 
oper was planning to blast in the area, 
and feared neighbors would not be noti- 
fied before the blasting began. 

Planning Board Chairman Margaret 
Bradshaw suggested that Gray Road res- 
idents contact the Public Works depart- 
ment with their concerns 

She explained that her board oversees 
only subdivision planning, not streets 
and water mains, which fall under the 
control of the DPW. (The chairman 
added as a point of information that the 
building inspector is responsible for 
overseeing building construction. ) 

‘We? appreciate your concerns,”’ 
Bradshaw told the neighbors. ‘“‘Devel- 
opment is never without dust, dirt, and 
Stress.” 

Also on Tuesday night, the board ap 
proved modifications to a one-lot subdivi- 
sion off Stinson Read. Plans for that 
subdivision were originally approved in 
1979. 

Andrew Caffrey, Jr., explained that he 
and his wife, Elise Caffrey, own a three- 
acre parcel off Stinson Road that includ- 
es a “paper street” — that is, a roadway 

that exists only in the subdivision plans, 
and will never be constructed. (‘The site 
is instead served by a driveway
